program. The plan was adopted by vote of the National 4-H Camp Committee 
and the writer was assigned the responsibility of supervising the carrying 
out of the citation plan. 


The "citation" as adopted consists of (1) a specially designed medallion 
and (2) a citation statement typed on National 4-H Camp stationery. 


The citations were first presented at the 1941 National 4-H Camp « Fifteen 
persons were selected as recipients for that year because 1941 marked the 
holding of the 15th National 4=H Camp. 


No camps were held during the war years of 194c-45.
